Gregory, ‘not funny anymore’, praises youth, 
raps Nixon, police, white racism, violence

Thomas Jefferson rose up Wednesday 
shouting in the form of Dick Gregory 
as the “‘young hip kids” crammed into 
two SSC gymnasiums heard the stinging 
words from two centuries ago: 


“‘We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by their 
creator with certain unalienable 
Rights. . .that to secure these rights, 
Governments are instituted among 
Men. . .that whenever any Form of 
Government becomes destructive to 
these ends. . .it is their DUTY to 
throw off such Government. . ” 


Stepping back from the microphones, 
the bearded Gregory wiped his brow and 
loosened his tie as the crowd rose to 
give him a standing ovation. 


While almost 4,000 were criticized 
and praised by Gregory in the men’s 
gym, another 1,500 to 2,000 listened to 
his tirade against “ America’s white racist 
system” by closed circtuit TV in the 
adjoining women’s gym. 


Drawing applause even before he was 
introduced as a speaker who is ‘“‘not 
funny anymore,’’ Gregory strode on stage 
clad in a brown suit with bell-bottom 
trousers, yellow shirt with red tie, and 
immediately established a rapport with 
his audience by saluting the youth with 
the peace sign. 


Prefacing his speech, ‘‘Freedom and 
Equality,"” Gregory made the announce- 
ment relayed to him moments before by 
newsmen that the defendants in the “Chi- 
cago Seven’’ trial were acquitted. ‘*They 
were acquitted in Chicago because of your 
reactions,” he triumphed.. Gregory 
humorously hinted that some pressure 
groups may have played a role in today’s 
court verdict when he staged a phone 
conversation from an American Telephone 
and Telegraph representative to federal 
authorities: ‘‘Hello, this is AT & T. 
Our poles are exposed.”’ American in- 
stitutions were not the only segments of 
American life attacked by Gregory. 


Nixon Assailed 


He said he was glad Nixon got in the 
White House because, “‘...we can deal with 
him.” He referred to the President as 
the “dumbest white boy’’ sent to the 
White House, end said Nixon got there by 
tricking the people in disguising bigotry 
under the label of conservatism. 


Gregory was not kind to Nixon’s selec- 
tion for the Supreme Court vacancy either. 
He said when Nixon remarked that nominee 
Clement Haynsworth was the ‘‘most honest 
man I know,’’ he wasn’t lying. Gregory 
said Nixon reached further down the scum 
barrel to come up with ‘that degenerate 
Carswell ( present nominee ), who is an 


insult to all decent folk.’’ 

He went on to criticize Nixon for bud- 
geting more money for defense 
appropriations and the American Medical 
Association than he did for education and 
cancer research. He insirmated that 
“tricky Dick’’ was perpetuating racism by 
not backing the Chicanos and their grape 
boycott when Nixon bought $89 million 
worth of grapes and sent them to Vietnam. 


Police 


Gregory, who said he spends 98%of his 
time on campuses, next told the college 
students about American law enforcement 
agencies. He said the police were killing 
the Panthers for only one reason: they are 
feeding the hungry and explaining 
the “degenerate system” that keeps them 
that way. Because the police are part 
of the American power structure they play 
the role of poverty enforcers, he 
contended. He tied this in with the Chi- 
cago police’s early morning death raid on 
Panther headquarters which resulted inthe

Academic Senate resolves to ban 
sale of tobacco on campus

Amidst the clouds of their smoke- 
filled chamber, the Academic Senate 
Wednesday passed a resolution which 
would ban the sale of tobacco products 
on campus. 


Had it not been for the concern of a 
few non-smokers for the “right to smoke’”’ 
of others, the Senate might also have pro- 
hibited smoking on campus ‘except in 
specially designated areas” which was 
the origina! item on the agenda. 


The original resolution, which would 
have both banned sale and consumption 
of tobacco at SSC was introduced by 
Clyde Enroth (Engi.) out of concern of 
tobacco being “‘not only a health hazard, 
but also a form of environmental pol- 
lution’’ 
presence of non-smokers causes them 
acute discomfort. . .which they should 
not be obliged to endure.” Enroth’s 
resolution, however, wes tabled before 
ever reaching a vote. 


At this point the tobacco controversy 
appeared rather cut and dried. But, 
chivalry prevailed and the fallen lance 
was retrieved by Richard Hughes (govt.). 
Hughes, his own cigar having gone out 
in the ashtray before him, responsored 
Enroth’s resolution, deleting the pro- 


hibition against smoking on campus. This 
time the resolution passed by a narrow 
margin of fifteen to fourteen. 

The full effect of the action, if ap- 
proved by Acting President Otto Butz, 
will prohibit sale of tobacco at SSC and 


also request all campus publications not 
to advertise tobacco products. 

The reaction of the Hornet Foundation, 
which operates the bookstore and con- 
tracts for the vending machines on 
campus has not yet been determined. 


Reservists for credit

A movement to give those serving 
in the US armed forces reserves aca- 
demic credit for their time spent inactive 
duty has been launched at Sacramento 
State College. Even though a regular 
member of the US Armed Services can 
get from 6 to 30 units of academic credit 
at SSC for his time on active duty, 
credit is presently avaiiable for reser- 
vists. 

According to the Registrar, John 
Rooney, the credit received by regular 
Gls is ‘based on classroom exposure in 
the first few months of his service.” 
He has pointed out that the ‘reservist 
spneds about as much time in the class- 
rooms in the long run, probably more, 
than the standard G1,”’ but so far hasn’t 


been able to get any credit whatsoever. 

Rooney has also stated that “Until 
now, there has only been inquiries,” and 
that now for the first time there are 
several reservists presently petitioning 
for credit. 

Among those at the forefront of the 
movement is Roy Edmark, himself a 
reservist, who has stated that he is trying 
to get as many reservists to petition for 
credit for their time spent on active duty 
as possible to increase the likelihood of 
a favorable decision. He noted that so 
far, about 8 to 10 reservists have peti- 
tioned. 

The decision will be made by the 
Academic Standards Committee of the 
Academic Senate, which will meet to 
consider the petitions next Tuesday, Feb. 
24, in the Del Rio Room from 3:30 to 
5 p.m.

Butz petition indicates 
student faculty unity 


Last semester the State Hornet chided the student body 
about the apathy that existed on this campus. There was lit- 
tle reaction seen, excepting that from those few interested in- 
dividuals who happen to agree or disagree with our point of 
view. 


This semester the State Hornet has noticed a decided 
change on campus. This change toward a more unified stu- 
dent-faculty point of view has been brought about by a mat- 
ter of vital concern to this campus, the appointment of a 
permanent president of the college. What has resulted from 
this new “coalition’”’ between students and facuity is a peti- 
tion drive in support of Dr. Otto Butz for the post.

The office of college 
president is one which can not be stepped into overnight, 
a feeling expressed by the organizers of the petitions. We 
only hope that the Board of Trustees takes this into account 
when it makes its appointment.

Sophomores bear brunt 
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Editor, the Hornet: 

I would like to comment upon the 
State Hornet’s editorial attempt to 
give Max Rafferty a lesson in 
logic. The logical error which the 
editoria] alleges seems to consist 
of the faulty analogy that Rafferty 
makes between prostitution and 
narcotics. The editorial asserts 
that ‘‘individuals who follow the 
recognized guidelines for argu- 
mentation and logic can see that the 
argument falls apart because of the 
overwhelming dissimilarities be- 
tween sex and narcotics,”’ sex 
being a ‘‘norma! human function,”’ 
and narcotics an ‘‘abnorma! human 
experience.’’ 

What the editorial writer does 
not apparently realize is that an 
analogy, BY DEFINITION, is the 
drawing of parallels between oth- 
erwise dissimilar items, and 
showing that the same line of rea- 
soning would reach the same re- 
sults with each item, Therefore, 
to merely point out that there are 
“dissimilarities’’ (even over- 
whelming ones), does not in itself 
render the analogy invalid. One 
must go further to show that the 
dissimilarities are such as to 
cause the conclusions in each item 
to differ. 

In his argument, Max Rafferty 
is stating in so many words that 
the reasoning used by Gen, Thomas 
to legalize prostitution because

Four education 
bills introduced 
in legislature 


Four new major bills concern- 
ing education were introduced in 
the California Legislature Fb. 2, 
Two of them involve $300 mi!lion 
for schools, 

Senators Albert S, Rodda, D- 
Sacramento County, and Stephen 
P, Teale, D-Calaveras County, are 
authors of the financing bills which 
would, among other things, chan- 
nel more than $90 million into big 
city schools with concentrations of 
disadvantaged pupils. 

Assemblyman John L,E, Col- 
lier, R-Los Angeles County, has 
reintroduced his proposal which 
would require University of Cal- 
ifornia and state college students 
to pay tuition covering a portion of 
the cost of their education or defer 


+ payment under his “‘learn, earn, 


and reimbur se’’ plan, 

The other bills were introduced 
by Assemblyman Burke who stated 
that the purpose of his measures 
was to reduce local property tax 
rates for non-unified districts, re- 
move the manditory unification 
election provisions and broaden 
the law in the payment of a $20 
state attendance bonus for dis- 
tricts with reorganixition elec- 
tions, The bonus is on the basis 
of average daily attendance an- 
nually per pupil, 
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A lesson in logic 


there would be fewer problems, 
Qess V.D.) could also be applied 
to the area of narcotics (i.e. fewer 
crimes committed to raise the 
funds if narcotics were legal); 
therefore, one cannot favor the 
former and oppose the latter with- 
out being inconsistent, The fact

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Senate concerning priority regis- 
tration of draft resisters, Even 
though he ‘‘(t)ruthfully. . .didn’t 
write to poke fun at Wayne,” he 
spent half of his letter doing just 
that, The other half was devoted 
to a series of suggestive questions 
(assertions made in the form of 
questions) which were apparently 
directed at Wayne. One thing that 
Mr. Carter didn’t do was to come 
to grips with the main points which 
Wayne Moore was making. He just 
tried to distort them with his sug- 
gestive questions, 


The fact that Mr. Carter used 
this approach is just more evidence 
of the intellectual indefensibility 
concerning draft resisters, which 
he apparently agrees with but does 
not want to defend,

Quality and validity 
of SSC curriculum 


There have been various articles in the past issues of the State 


Hornet reflecting a concern about the relatively low quality of education 
which students are getting at Sacramento State College, In the past, of 
course, it has been unusual for most students to get particularly con- 
cerned about the quality of his education until after he has graduated 
and has seen a prospective employer roll over in laughter at his B.A., 
or otherwise realize that he doesn’t know a hell of a lot more now than 
he did when he was a little freshman. It is rather refreshing to see 
some concern for educational quality among students after all these 
years of griping over the supposed lack of ‘‘relevancy’’ in education, 

It has, however, become fashionable to place the blame on mediocre 
and (allegedly) incompetent professors. In looking at these articles 
on the subject, it becomes apparent that most of the writers harbor 
certain misconceptions about what a ‘‘quality’’ education is all about. 
Indeed in the final analysis, their ideas on what education is supposed 
to do haven’t advanced far beyond those who perform the ritualistic 
incantations about ’relevancy”’ in education. 

It used to be said quite often that the purpose of education was to 
equip the students with the mental abilities to seek the truth, that stu- 
dents went to college to acquire intellectual discipline, In order to get 
an idea of what intellectual discipline is really about, one should reflect 
for a moment on the term, ‘‘discipline.’’ To be disciplined is to be 
able to go against one’s own natural inclinations, to refuse to go the 
way of least resistance. In app’; ‘ng this to the mind, we get an idea 
of just what the colleges should aim for. When confronted with some 
facts which admit of differing interpretations, it is easy to leap to the 
conclusion which fits into our idealogical biases and prejudices; it is 
difficult (and hence requires disciplining) to withhold judgement and 
wait for more facts. In attacking a particular belief that one is

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Student Council being established 
by Committee on Higher Education 


The Joint Legislative Com- 
mittee on Higher Education is es- 
tablishing a Student Advisory 
Council in order to bring college 
and University students into the 
Committee deliberations. 

The purpose of the Student Ad- 
visory Council is to identify and 
communicate to the Joint Com- 
mittee on Higher Education prob- 
lems within higher education of 
concern to students, Some of the 
issues it is hoped that the Council 
will consider are: 

1. Student participation in the 

governance of higher education 

including their involvement in 
governing boards and control 
over student activities, 

2. The role of student govern- 

ment within higher education, 

3. Student concerns and feel- 

ings regarding: 

a, the Educational Oppor- 
tunity Programs (admission 
policies, grading, staff, and 
the role of each segment of 
higher education in the EOP 
program) 

b, the high dropout rate in 
higher education, 

c, the need for reform in 
the curriculum offered in the 
institutions of higher educa- 
tion, 

d, the problems of com- 
munity college students in 
transfering to four year in- 
stitutions, 

The Council will also be en- 
couraged to make recommenda- 
tions and suggest alternatives for 
action on the issues the Joint 
Committee is studying. These in- 
clude statewide governance and the 
organization of higher education, 
Educational Opportunity Programs 
(EOP), and public aid to private 
higher education, 

It is the intent of the Joint 
Committee that Council members 
be broadly representative of the 
student community in the state. 
The Council shall be composed of 
fifteen (15) students, Four (4) 
students were selected from each 
of the three segments of public 
higher education: the University 
of California, the California State 
Colleges and the California Com- 
munity Colleges. Three (3) stu- 
dents were selected from 
California’s private institutions. 
The Council will select its own 
Chairman, — 

The process by which the Joint 
Committee suggested students be 
nominated was not uniform because 
of the differing characteristics of 
each segment, 

Each public segment as well as 
the selected private institutions

were asked to submit a list of 
names to the Joint Committee from 
which the Chairman of the Joint 
Committee selected 15 students to 
serve on the Council. 

Norsinees were selected as fol- 
lows: 

University of California and 
California State Colleges — The 
Chairman of the Joint Committee 
by letter asked each student body 
president to nominate one person 
from his campus, The student 
body president was asked to con- 
sult with his student council or 
student senate to help insure that 
the person nominated was as rep- 
resentative as possible of his cam- 
pus, The student body president 
was also urged to consult with the 
other student body presidents 
within his segment to insure that 
the nominees of that segment re- 
flected broad backgtounds, talents 
and interests of tiie students with- 
in that segment. % copy of the 
letter to the student body presi- 
dent was sent to the respective 
Chancellor or President, 

Because of the large number of 
Community Colleges in California, 
the state officers of the California 
Community College Student Gov- 
ernment Association were asked to 
submit a list of eight (8) nom- 
inees, \ letter from the Joint 
Committee Chairman comparable 
to that sent the student body pres- 
idents of the other two public 
segrnents was sent to the Presi- 
dent of the California Community 
Colleges Student Government 
Association, A copy of the letter 
was sent to the Chancellor of the 
California Community Colleges, 

In the absence of an associa- 
tion of student body presidents of 
the private institutions, three (3) 
institutions were chosen by the 
Joint Committee with the assis- 
tance of the Association of Inde- 
pendent California Colleges and 
Universities to nominate the stu- 
dents for the Student Advisory 
Council, The institutions chosen 
were Stanford, Claremont Colleges 
and the University of Santa Clara, 
These institutions were chosen on 


the basis that they are represen- 
tative of the Caiifornia private 
institutions in terms of curricu- 
lum, scope of educational program, 
geographical distribution and size, 
and also for their apparent interest 
in innovation relating to govern- 
ance, 

The student body president of 
each of the three institutions was 
asked to nominate two persons in 
consultation with his student coun- 
cil, From these six nominees, 
three were chosen by the Chair- 
man of the Committee. 

The Council will meet once a 
month for a one or two day ses- 
sion. 

Tyrough this Council it is 

hoped that a firm, long lasting 
channe! of communication will be 
established between legislators 
and students which will provide 
new insights and bring broader 
perspective to the Committee’s 
deliberations, Communicationisa 
two way street.

opposed to, it is easy to set up a straw-man and knock it down; it-is 
painfully difficult to build up a stronger case for that belief than its 
advocate could and then to show its errors. 

it is thus needless to say that a disciplined mind is of great value 
to a person and to society (one might also add that it is a very market- 
able commodity) since there is a higher probability that the conclusions 
that it’ll reach will be true than those reached by a partisan, cliche- 
ridden mind which thinks in terms of emotionally-ladened, ambiguous 
words and superficial reasoning. (Such a mind isn’t worth much to 
anybody.) 

However, the demanding ‘“‘relevancy’’ in education is contemptuous 
of intellectual discipline. They equate an open mind and scientific 
detachment with moral ‘uplicity. According to an SDS flyer which was 
distributed on the San Francisco State College campus during a crisis 
situation which existed during fall of ’67, ‘‘Our experience has shown 
that the doctrine of ‘open-mindedness’ typically lends itself to empty- 
headedness, inaction, ivory-tower intellectualism, moral cowardice, and 
an ideological position that ultimately constitutes no threat to the estab- 
lishment,’’ (‘*Nation,’’ Dec, 18, ’67, p. 650) 

These hairy new lefties figure that the colleges justify their exist- 
ence only in terms of how they further the new left ideology. Colleges 
shouldn’t have anything to do with other ideologies which they define 
as “‘irrelevant.”’ 

This sort of attitude isn’t confined to those on the extreme left, but 
it appears to be held by liberals. They were certainly held by some of 
those indivicuals who, during the last semester, have been writing 
articles decrying the lack of quality in education and supposedly in- 
competent professors. They tend to equate competency with personal 
dynamism and partisanship. J. Michae!] Korff in one of his articles 
(State Hornet, Jan. 9) makes the contrast between the “creative, 
controversial professor’’ and the “‘benign incompetent,” as if being 
noncontroversial (impartial?) was the same as being incompetent. Prof. 
Victor Comerchero, in an article replying to one of Korff’s earlier 
articles (State Hornet, Nov. 26) approvingly used the term ‘‘action- 
intellectual’? to describe the sort of professor which he apparently 
considers desirable. ‘‘Action-intellectual’’is a contradiction in terms 
since the term, ‘‘action,’’ suggests that the ends have already been 
decided upon and thus the ceasing of intellectual activity (with the 
possible exception of over the means employed.) The term, ‘‘action- 
intellectual,’’ is thus an excellent one to describe the situation con- 
cerning the quality in higher education. 

In other words, we have too many ‘‘action-intellectuals’’ floating 
around on college campuses. They tend to become very popular among 
the students on campus, They are brilliant. articulate, dynamic,

partisan, intellectually undisciplined, and hence turn students on, I 
realize that there is much pleasure to be derived from hearing one’s 
own views skillfully and forcefully articulated; however, those needs 
can be met by going to one’s own favorite demagogue who will usually 
do it for nothing. But to go through this sort of thing in college would 
be a waste of time — not to mention money ($$$$$). 


As we can see, these “‘action-intellectuals’’ are a hazard to the 
maintainance of any quality in education. The partisan atmosphere 
which they create in their classrooms makes detached reflection and 
rigidly logical thinking nearly impossible. When confronted with dissent 
(from the right, of course, since their tolerance is virtually openended 
leftward), these instructors resort to witticisms, emotienally loaded 
language, ridicule, dogmatic assertions, etc. They arrogate t) them- 
selves the term ‘‘intellectuals,’’ by virtue of their ability ‘0 argue 
someone else into silence, and they have the audacity to lalel those 
who criticize them as ‘‘anti-intelJectual.’’ 


Unfortunately, these ‘‘action-intellectuals’’ have convinced most of 
the students of their title of ‘‘intellectuals.’’ Those students who are 
out to change things usually want more partisan indoctrination, not 
less. Our ASSSC Vice-President Tom Goff in his commencement 
speech, blasted higher education because it was “.,.a center for the 
study of why man behaves as he does, never a center for how man 
should behave.’’ In other words, we should drop the pretension that 
the colleges are going to teach students how to make up “heir own minds 
on how to behave. The “action- intellectuals” should be congratulated 
for diverting so many students from the goals for whiv:h they originally 
came to college, viz., intellectual discipline. 

In the whole question of quality in education, there are, of course, 
other areas to be considered, i.e. grading policies, teaching methods, 
intellectual capabilities of faculty members, etc. dowever, any effort 
to increase the quality of education at Sac State wili inevitably be frus- 
trated if it ignores the lack of intellectual discipline constantly displayed 
by large numbers of professors on this campus.

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ROTC extension 
being offered at UCD 


A two-year ROTC extension 
program is now being offered to 
Sacramento State College students 
by the University of California at 
Davis. 

The course is part of a program 
recently instituted by the Army and 
is available to junior college and 
other students who will continue 
their studies at SSC and who can 
attend ROTC classes as extention 
students at UC Davis. 

UCD is accepting applications 
for the program until March 1. 
Eligible students are those cur- 
rently enrolled at SSC who will 
have at least two years of studies 
remaining (including graduate 
studies), and students transferring 
to SSC from a junior or senior 
college. 

A mandatory six-week basic 
training camp at Ford Knox, Ken- 
tucky, will be held beginning the 
latter part of June, 

The two-year ROTC program 
is a 3-unit per quarter course in 
leadership, management, military 
operations and tactics. In addition 
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to uniforms and required texts and 
equipment, participants will re- 
ceive a $50.00 monthly stipend. 
The student will receive an 
officer’s commission in the US. 
Army Reserve upon completion 
of his undergraduate studies and 
the ROTC course. If they sowish, 
students normally will also be 
permitted a delay from active 
duty in order to pursue graduate 
studies after commissioning.

Educational benefits from the 
Veterans Administration are being 
used by 6,100 wives and widows of 
veterans and servicemen. 

Under the law which became ef- 
fective December 1, 1968, educa- 
tional assistance is available to 
wives or widows of veterans with 
service-connected total and per- 
manent disabilities, and widows of 
veterans or servicemen who die of 
service-connected causes. 

Also eligible are wives or 
widows of veterans who die 
of nonservice-connected causes 
while totally and permanently dis~- 
abled. In addition, the law covers 
children of such veterans and 
servicemen.

death of Fred Hampton. Gregory drew 
a parallel between Tate murder suspect

Democracy 


Gregory suggested that if America’s 
brand of democracy were as good as we 
claim it to be, why are we ‘‘running all 
over the world ramming it down peopie’s 
throats with guns.”’ If our democracy is 
that good, he asserted, ‘‘they’ll steal 
a” He claimed the whole world is 
laughing at the US, for trying to teach 
the Indian that Columbus discovered 
America. He said, ‘‘this country will 
never be beautiful as long as one damn 
Indian is locked up on a reservation.”’ 

He said the number one problem in 
America today is not air pollution, but 
a moral pollution which continues to 
grow with each succeeding generation, 
maligning the minds of the youth and 
strengthening the chains of enslavement 
to ‘‘white racist systems.’’ ‘*You young 
folks have the problem of giving America 
back its sanity,’’ Gregory implored. 

His message was that the ‘young 
hip’’ generation has to accept the challenge 
of cutting out the moral cancer within 
society, concern itself ‘‘with learning 
how to live, not how to make a living,’’ 
or else be forever submerged in the 
“barrel of scum and slime’’ that is 
America. He said the generation gap 
is when the ‘‘system”’ lies to you and 
you catch it. He called on the young 
people in America to clean up the prob- 
lems that they haven’t caused. ‘‘We’ve 
used up all the tricks so you youngsters 
have to use other methods.”’ 


‘White Man’s Test’ 


Gregory was critical of the ‘‘White 
man’s test’’ that minority students are 
given when applying at schools. He said 
it was as unfair to ask an Indian child 
about the Eiffel Tower as it was to ask 
a white child who Sitting Bull’s great 
grandmother was. Gregory revealed he 
himself escaped the white man’s test when 
he entered college because he was the 
“third fastest cat in the nation.”’ He 
claimmed the coaches weren’t interested 
in his intelligence, but only in the fact 
that ‘‘the nigger runs good.”’ 

Continuing further with his remarks on

as long as one Indian is on 


education, Gregory said that there is a 
world of difference between education and 
indoctrination, the latter which is the 
process going on in America schools 
today. What the blacks are pushing for 
he facetiously grinned, is a ‘‘Con- 
cerned Honkies Law” which would give 
the government the responsibility of 
teaching five-year-old black boys that 
**You are not to look at a white woman,” 
‘You are not to touch a white woman,” 
and ‘‘You are not to make love to a white 
woman.”’ This Gregory argued, ‘“‘would 
stop the black from wanting the white 
woman.”’ Thus one of the white man’s 
hangups would quickly disappear. All 
their lives blacks are programmed to 
cherish the white man’s woman who is 
idolized even in the advertising field, 
he maintained. Referring to the car 
commercials on television which utilize 
white females in the ads, Gregory said, 
“They make me think I need a white gir! 
to make my gears shift right.’’ 

Further lamenting the indoctrination 
of black youth in America, the comedian 
turned lecturer said that there was a 
real communication gap just in the lan- 
guage alone. “I’m 38, and still don’t 
know what a white man is talking about 
when he says ‘Let’s get us some nookie.’ ” 


Violence 


Turning to the field of violence, Gregory 
said with regard to the riot season of 
July and August, ‘‘the white society asks 
where we were last year during the riot 
season, saying that they had tanks ready 
for us this time.’’ Trying to illustrate 
his point, he declared, ‘‘I’m responsible 
for the vicioys actions of my dog, so you 
are responsible for your white racist 
systems.” ‘“Basically,’’ he continued, 
‘blacks don’t hate whites, we just hate 
your racist institutions. But don’t be 
mislead, just as I’m responsible for 
my dog, we hlacks hold all whites re- 
sponsible for the racist institutions.’ 
Labeling himself as a non-violent man, 
Gregory reflected that he ‘‘would get more 
pleasure out of being killed than of killing.’’ 

Wrapping up his address, Gregory said 
that white folks are giving their kids 
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‘*...all men are created equal...”’ 


a ‘‘bad check’’ in light of what is really 
going on. ‘“These ‘checks’ will bounce 
in 10 to 15 years, and for everyone that 
will be really sad,” he predicted. But 
the youth of today have started a move- 
ment which cannot be headed. What was 
once a civil rights movement has turned 
into something more. ‘Thanks for turning 
it into a human rights movement,”’ 
Gregory finisbed as he exited amid thun- 
derous applause.

Senate votes to abolish 
use of undercover agents 


The Academic Senate of Sac ra- 
mento State College, on Jan. 21, 
joined the battle against the use 
of undercover agents on college 
campuses by passing three reso- 
lutions against it, 

The first resolution, which 
passed unanimously, condemned 
the presence on campus of paid 
undercover agents on the county 
sheriff's department and demanded 
that all such agents not already 
removed from the SSC campus be 
recalled immediately: Stricken 
by vote from that resolution was 
a@ paragraph that would have made 
it the policy of SSC from now on 
to withhold or withdraw all grades, 
degrees, grants, loans, employ- 
ment, and/or promotions from 
persons proved to bx or have been 
undercover agents for the sheriff's 
department, 

The second resolution called for 
a special Academic Senate com- 
mittee to investigate the nature 
and extent of circumstances sur- 
rounding the case. 

The third resolution directed 
the senate chairman to call for a 
grand jury investigation of the 
activities of ‘Sheriff Wohn) Mis- 
terly’s office’’ on the SSC campus 
to determine whether there have 
been violations of the First 
Amendment. 
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Professor Marc R. Tool of 
the SSC Economics Dept., who 
proposed one of the resolutions, 
stated the use of undercover 
agents ‘“‘has an inhibiting effect 
on teaching faculty and students 
in the classroom. This has a 
detrimental effect on the educa- 
tional process and role of the 
institution (which is) to be ex- 
perimental.’’ 

These resolutions were passed 
despite warnings by some of the 
members that they might end up 
bringing favorable publicity to 
Sheriff Misterly.

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Tonight the Sac State Hornets 
travel to the friendly city of Hay- 
ward to meet a not-so-friendly 
basketball! team from Cal-State, 
in search of their tenth straight 
victory. 

The first place Hornets, who 
hope to pad their lead against 
the host Pioneers, are riding a nine 
game win streak that dates back 
January 10th, when after losing to 
UC Davis on Friday bounced back 
to ‘‘upset’’ Chico State. Since then 
the Hornets have won seven con- 
ference games while defeating two 
non-conference foes during se- 
mester break. 

The Hornets now lead the Far 
Western Conference by 1-1/2 
games over second place ( hicoand 
two games over the Pioneers, who 
hope to close the gap with a win 
tonight.
